take care of his personal appearance. 
His personality,

business and was an advertising fac­ 
tor. 
Each man had traits of charac­ 
ter which marked him from other 
men. 
Farm names to be of value should 
carry the ow ner’s name and should 
indicate his line 
of 
business. 
A 
name like Zakariasen for instance 
was rarely duplicated and on that ac 
count alone was worth thousands 
Elder’s Holstein farm was good fo!
